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C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  (i)  Water. — It  was  not  possible  during  the  year  to 
commence  the  work  of  extending  a  supply  of  water  to 
Stoneleigh  Village,  referred  to  in  my  last  annual  report, 
but  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  extension  will  be  carried 
out  by  Coventry  Corporation  Water  Department  in  the 
very  near  future. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage.— During  the  first  nine 
months  of  the  year  further  additions  to  the  Whitnash 
sewerage  scheme  were  constantly  in  progress  in  consequence 
of  the  continued  development  of  the  district.  Similar 
development  was  also  taking  place  in  the  Stivichall  and 
Finham  areas  of  the  Parish  of  Stoneleigh,  where  new  sewers 
were  connected  to  those  of  Coventry  Corporation. 

2.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation ■. — There  has  been  little 
change  during  the  year,  as  would  be  expected  in  a  rural 
district,  but  a  few  existing  houses  have  been  connected  to 
the  sewer. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. — Public  cleansing  service  is 
carried  out  in  eight  Parishes  by  direct  labour. 

D.  HOUSING. 

Full  particulars  of  the  usual  table  have  been  compiled 
and  are  being  kept  for  record  purposes. 

(b)  Housing  Conditions. 

3.  Overcrowding. — There  was  little  change  in  the  ex¬ 
tent  of  overcrowding  during  the  year,  the  number  of  over¬ 
crowded  families  remaining  comparatively  low. 

4.  Re-housing. — So  far  the  parishes  of  Whitnash  and  Bar- 
ford  have  been  dealt  with ,  while  the  new  houses  at  Bubben- 
hall  were  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year,  as  were 
also  the  first  14  houses  included  in  the  contract  for  74 
accepted  for  the  parish  of  Cubbington.  Work  in  connection 
with  the  provision  of  houses  for  Bishops  Tachbrook  and 
Radford  Semele  was  necessarily  postponed. 

No  decisions  had  been  arrived  at  in  relation  to  houses 
for  Weston-under- Weatherley  and  Hunningham,  and  pre¬ 
liminary  work  concerned  with  a  site  for  houses  at  Rowington 
was  discontinued. 
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Plans  for  18  houses  for  which  assistance  under  the 
Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1938,  had  been  prom¬ 
ised,  were  approved  for  various  parts  of  the  district,  and 
this  included  10  houses  to  rehouse  certain  condemned 
houses  in  the  parishes  of  Wasperton  and  Stoneleigh. 

4.  Fitness  of  Houses. — A  survey  of  the  housing  con¬ 
ditions  in  the  district  has  been  continued  during  the  year, 
and  houses  in  the  parishes  of  Lapworth  and  Offchurch  were 
inspected. 

Sixty-one  houses  were  inspected  in  Lapworth,  and  ex¬ 
tensive  repairs  were  asked  for  in  21  cases  ;  13  of  the  notices 
were  complied  with  by  the  end  of  the  year.  17  houses  were 
considered  unfit  for  human  habitation,  but  the  outbreak  of 
war  checked  activities. 

In  Offchurch  24  houses  were  further  inspected,  3  were 
demolished  by  the  owner,  who  provided  suitable  accom¬ 
modation  for  the  tenants.  Thirteen  houses  were  thoroughly 
reconditioned. 

To  summarize,  99  houses  were  inspected,  3  were  demol¬ 
ished,  33  were  thoroughly  reconditioned,  23  were  in  good 
or  reasonable  condition,  and  action  in  respect  to  40  was 
postponed. 

E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. —The  position  regarding  the  production 
of  milk  remains  fairly  satisfactory.  Seven  new  cowsheds 
were  erected  during  the  year,  five  sheds  were  entirely  re¬ 
constructed  to  a  modern  specification,  and  improvements 
were  made  to  other  sheds.  There  is  room  for  further  im¬ 
provement,  however,  and  I  again  express  the  hope  that 
when  conditions  permit  more  producers  will  take  advantage 
of  the  accredited  scheme,  and  that  more  of  the  older  sheds 
will  be  improved. 

Many  farms  have  now  installed  milking  machines  and 
sterilizing  appliances  are  in  use  at  practically  all  farms 
producing  accredited  milk. 

The  County  Council  have  issued  72  licences  to  accred¬ 
ited  producers  in  this  district,  a  decrease  of  six  compared 
with  last  year,  and  six  licences  to  producers  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  milk,  as  compared  with  eight  last  year.
